Low battery laptops will no lon- 
ger diminish a Cal State Long Beach 
student’s study time, as 84 new elec- 
trical outlets will be installed in the 
University Library by the end of 
spring break, according to David 
Salazar, associate vice president of 
physical planning and facilities man- 
agement. 

A deficiency of outlets for students 
to plug in and study is a major con- 
cern, Dean of Library Services Ro- 
man Kochan said. The dilemma may 
seem small, but it affects a great deal 
of students on a day-to-day basis, Ko- 
chan said. 

“We have students lying on the 
floor, plugging in anywhere they can 
find an outlet,” he said. 

According to Kochan, after 
the library underwent a renova- 
tion four years ago in attempts to 
modernize the building, student 
demand proved that the renovation 
came up short of electrical outlets, 
Kochan said. 

“When the remodeling took place, 
everyone assumed the outlets would 
be everywhere,” Kochan said. 

Kochan and Salazar said they de- 
cided to address the deficiency of 
outlets by splitting the cost of instal- 
lation between the physical planning 
and facilities management budget and 
the library’s budget. 

According to Salazar, the total cost 
of the outlet installations was $39,671. 

Students who frequently sit on the 
library floor with their laptops open 
said they thought more outlets would

LONG BEACH SHOWS TRUE COLORS 


The gay pride flag 
will continue waving 
through Wednesday.

Long Beach Mayor Bob Foster and 
Vice Mayor Robert Garcia raised a 
gay pride flag at the Long Beach City 
Hall Plaza yesterday morning to show 
support for same-sex marriage as 
the U.S. Supreme Court hears mar- 
riage equality cases on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

A vigil also took place at City Hall 
for supporters and opponents of same- 
sex marriage to voice their opinions 
on Proposition 8, Garcia said. Prop. 
8 — which was passed in 2008 —

would establish in California that only 
marriage between a man and a woman 
can be considered valid. 

According to ballotpedia.org, 52 
percent of Californians voted “yes” 
on Prop. 8 in the November 2008 elec- 
tion. After numerous protests and ap- 
peals made by gay marriage support- 
ers, however, a federal judge ruled 
Prop. 8 as unconstitutional in 2010, 
according to the Southern California 
Public Radio (KPCC) website. 

The proposition then made its way 
to the Supreme Court in December af- 
ter the U.S. Ninth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals upheld the ruling against Prop. 
8, according to the KPCC website. 

On Tuesday, the Supreme Court 
heard arguments against Prop. 8. On 
Wednesday, the court will hear argu- 
ments on the Defense of Marriage Act 
(DOMA), which would establish that 
same-sex marriages in one state need 
not be recognized by all other states, 


according to the bill’s text. 

“We raised the flag over Long 
Beach City Hall for the first time to 
show support and solidarity for equal- 
ity in marriage,” Garcia said. 

The  flag-raising event com- 
memorated the Courage Campaign’s 
California Mayors United Against 
Proposition 8 movement, in which 
California mayors signed a letter 
to the Supreme Court in support of 
same-sex marriage and agreed to fly 
the gay pride flag in their respective 
cities, according to a press release 
from the Office of Mayor Bob Foster. 

Garcia said the most recent vote 
related to Prop. 8 for the Long Beach 
City Council took place last year. The 
unanimous vote determined that the 
City Council agrees that same-sex 
marriage should be legalized. 

“Prop. 8 is unconstitutional, and 
Californian gay brothers and sisters 
should be able to marry the one they 


love,” Garcia said. 

Some Cal State Long Beach stu- 
dents, like sophomore child develop- 
ment major Sara Aguilera, said they 
were in favor of same-sex marriage 
as well. 

“T think people should be able to be 
with whoever they want, regardless of 
the sex,” Aguilera said. 

Other students, however, said that 
they are conflicted about Prop. 8. 

“I’m in the middle,” Ismael Guerre- 
ro, a sophomore health administration 
major, said. “I see marriage as some- 
thing between a man and a woman, 
but at the same time, you should be 
able to marry whoever you want.” 

Garcia said the gay pride flag will 
be displayed for two days as the Su- 
preme Court hears the cases on Prop. 
8 and DOMA.

CSU discusses placing 6 campuses on 
semester system to unify schedules 


The six campuses 
are currently on the 
quarter system.

In an effort to streamline the aca- 
demic calendar, the Cal State Univer- 
sity is considering converting six of 
its campuses from a quarter system to 
a semester system, according to Erik 
Fallis, a CSU spokesman. 


The switch, if implemented, would 
be phased in throughout the next few 
years, Cal Poly San Luis Obispo Pres- 
ident Jeffrey D. Armstrong said in an 
email to the entire campus last week. 

“Following discussion, there was 
a clear understanding by Chancel- 
lor [Timothy P.] White and all presi- 
dents that the benefits of a common 
calendar outweigh individual campus 
preferences,” Armstrong said in the 
email. 

The CSU campuses currently on 
the quarter system include Cal State 
Los Angeles, Cal State San Bernardi- 
no, Cal State Bakersfield, Cal State 
East Bay, Cal Poly Pomona and Cal 


Poly SLO. 

According to Fallis, the switch 
would ultimately be in the best inter- 
est of all students in the CSU system. 

“Having all the universities under 
one academic calendar provides cer- 
tain advantages, one of them being 
the ability to transfer between [CSU] 
campuses more easily,” he said. 
“Change is often met with trepida- 
tion, as is the case with some of the 
campuses.” 

Justin Velasco, a _ university 
spokesman at Cal Poly Pomona, said 
the decision to move from a quarter

With free HIV testing at hand, Proj- 
ect Choice at Cal State Long Beach 
reminded students yesterday of the im- 
portance of using condoms to prevent 
the spread of HIV. 

Project Choice held the Women and 
Girl’s HIV/AIDS Awareness Day event 
in the University Student Union on Tues- 
day to increase awareness about HIV. 

One in four people with HIV in the 
U.S. are women, according to Jennifer 
Castro, president of Project Choice. 

According to Castro, the goal of the 
event was to alert women that unpro- 
tected sex is the main cause of HIV. 
HIV in women has increased from 
9,500 new cases in 2010 to 10,257 cases 
in women between 18 and 24 years old, 
according to Project Choice. 

“Most people think that HIV is a ho- 
mosexual virus, but it isn’t,” Castro, a 
senior community health science major, 
said. “The main way of transmission is 
sexual intercourse. Not many people 
use condoms when having sexual inter- 
course for the first time, so we’re trying 
to take away that taboo too.” 

To fight against the growing num- 
ber of cases and attract students to the 
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Pre-nursing junior Robert Guevarra and pre-nursing sophomore 
Rey Maranan receive free condoms at the Project Choice’s Women 
and Girl’s HIV/AIDS Awareness Day event. 


event, the participating organizations, 
including the Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter, Bienestar and Family PACT from 
Student Health Services, provided as- 
sistance with free HIV testing for wom- 
en and giveaways like free condoms. 

Students crowded around the stands 
at the event, where volunteers gave out 
free information and HIV tests. 

All of the organizations involved sug- 
gested that use of condoms is the easiest 
way to prevent STDs and that after any 
unprotected sex, everyone should get 
tested for their own and others’ health. 

“This event is useful because in col- 
lege we have so much freedom and have 
sex regularly,” sophomore pre-nursing 
major Esther Jo said. 

Some students said they appreciated 
the services that came with the event. 


“Tt’s awesome to combine awareness 
and accessibility,’ sophomore studio 
art major Ana Krish said. “[Student 
Health Services] is right on campus.” 

Even so, some students said that 
some communities, like religious 
groups, don’t like the idea of giving 
away condoms because it is thought to 
promote sex. 

“You can’t appeal to everyone,” 
Carla Torres, a senior sociology ma- 
jor, said. “I support it all the way. It’s 
all about choices. It seems more taboo 
for women to speak about it. But that’s 
what we’re here for: to learn how to 
take care of our bodies.”

“Tf they put enough, then it will be 
a lot more convenient for students,” 
junior international studies major 
Brian Zavala said. 

Zavala said that he usually has to 
walk around the library for a while 
before an outlet opens up. 

“Basically, you just have to wait,” 
sophomore business major Edgar Tor- 
res said. 

Torres said the inconvenience of 
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system to a semester system is out of 
the university’s hands. 

“Ultimately, this is a decision that 
will be made by the [CSU] Chancel- 
lor’s Office, and we will go along 
with whatever they decide,” Velasco 
said. 

Although the switch is being se- 
riously considered, Fallis said that 
nothing is imminent. 

“While we are moving in the di- 
rection of converting campuses from 
quarter to semester systems, there is 
no timeline, and no final decision has 
been made,” Fallis said. 

CSU students currently on the 
quarter system said they felt anxious 
about the proposed change. 

“T wouldn’t want to see the quarter 
system replaced because I’ve gotten 
used to the pace, and I think I can 
complete my degree in less time,” 
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having to go to another building just 
to find an outlet to use for studying is 
too much of a hassle. 

“T might as well go home,” Torres 
said. 

Kochan said that he hopes the new 
installations will address the issue be- 
fore finals. 

“If anymore plugs are needed, we 
will see to it that they are installed,” 
he said. 

According to Salazar, the new out- 
lets will be installed in the basement 
level of the building, the second floor 
reading room, the third floor and the 
fourth floor. 


Melina Islas, a junior criminal jus- 
tice major at CSULA, said. 

Jonathan Soto, a junior Spanish 
major at the Pomona campus, said 
that the quarter system helps him 
stay focused. 

“The quarter system keeps me on 
task,” Soto said. “It’s challenging, 
but it forces me to be engaged both 
in class and outside.” 

A task force enlisted by Arm- 
strong at Cal Poly SLO concluded in 
December that making the quarter- 
to-semester switch would not be in 
the best interest of the campus. 

“While there is a strong commit- 
ment among all our constituents to 
improve Cal Poly [SLO] continuous- 
ly, to enhance student success, the 
SRTF [Semester Review Task Force] 
did not see significant evidence that a 
calendar conversion from quarters to 
semesters would result in improved 
student outcomes,” the task force 
wrote in its report.

Bike Nation rolls on, signs Long Beach contract 


A bike station 
installation schedule 
will be released by 
the end of April.

Bike Nation, a bike share program, 
signed a contract on March 1 with the 
City of Long Beach to initiate its plan 
of installing bike stations in Down- 
town Long Beach and on the Cal State 
Long Beach campus. 

Bike Nation will offer a fuel-free 
means of travel for students and resi- 
dents to commute within the City of 
Long Beach, Chief Operating Offi- 
cer of Bike Nation Derek Fretheim 
said. Residents will be able to ride 


bikes to and from different stations, 
which will be located in areas by 
the Queen Mary, the Long Beach 
Convention Center, the Pike and on 
CSULB. 

Prior plans to start the Bike Na- 
tion project in Long Beach sooner 
were unfulfilled because of a long 
contractual process, according to 
Fretheim. 

“Installation scheduling updates 
will come out mid to late April as we 
work out the details,” Fretheim said. 
“The contracting process was longer 
than we anticipated.” 

The installation process will take 
place in three phases. The first phase 
will include a soft launch of 20 sta- 
tions with 10 bikes at each station, and 
a control group will regularly ride the 
bikes to test out the system and see 
how it works in the city. Fretheim said 
bike stations at CSULB would be in- 
cluded in the soft launch. 

After the first phase’s 90-day period, 
Bike Nation will begin to install 250 


stations in the two subsequent stages. 

“To implement 250 stations all at 
once is not feasible,” Fretheim said. 
“Phasing in bike share is normal.” 

Each bike station will have 10 
bikes that pedestrians will be able to 
rent and ride to popular destinations 
after the installations are complete, 
Fretheim said. Now that a contract 
has been signed, Bike Nation can fi- 
nalize the details of the Long Beach 
project. 

“The contract has been executed,” 
said Erik Sund, relations manager and 
city purchasing agent of the City of 
Long Beach. “The process is in mo- 
tion. Now they’re just working out the 
details.” 

Bike Nation plans to gain feedback 
through the website bikenationusa. 
com/suggest/longbeach, which will 
be launched by Friday, Fretheim said. 

The website will provide a map that 
students and residents can use to pin 
and “Like” locations they want con- 
sidered for bike stations.

Needless to say, it didn’t take 
long before the ASI Board of Elec- 
tions questioned whether the posters 
had been approved. 

The two candidates also set up 
a compliment booth a few weeks 
before the official campaign date of 
March 11, which raised questions 
about whether Zent and Toney 
were campaigning before they were 
technically allowed to. After the 
other presidential candidates filed a 
complaint against Zent and Toney, 
the Board of Elections issued 
the duo a five-day sanction from 
campaigning, but the ASI Judiciary 
later overturned the sanction. 

Students should have an equal 
chance to run for student government 
positions, if they so choose. Above all 
else, we hope that this election season 
will prove to be fair to all candidates, 
and we think the Zent and Toney team 
should probably take a second look at 
the rules that they agreed to. 


Sometimes taking risks works; sometimes it may lead a can- 
didate to appeal a sanction in the ASI Judiciary, but risk-taking 
should come with good judgment and knowledge of the rules. 

Who knows? Zent and Toney’s risky moves might hand-deliver

Easter and its traditions are examples of how we mold our faith 


Easter is a moveable feast. This means it does 
not take place on the same day every year. Tech- 
nically, this is a product of the Council of Nicaea 
in A.D. 325, which determined that Easter day 
would take place the Sunday immediately follow- 
ing the Paschal Full Moon. 

While this is the “real” explanation for the 
movement of Easter’s date each year, there are 
also many similarities between Easter as an idea 
and Jesus himself. 

The idea that Easter would always change — or 
always move around — regardless of any human 
calculation, is suggestive of the nature of Jesus, 
whose death and resurrection are the subject of 
the feast day. 

Christians call Jesus a divine human, meaning 
not wholly of the earth. This suggests that there is 
at least somewhat of a strain on his attachment to 
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humanity. Jesus disappeared for a chunk of time, 
or so it would seem based on the fact that our 
record of his life skips from about age 12 to his 
early thirties. 

There are ideas about what Jesus did in 
those years, but the idea of an Easter egg hunt 
somewhat emulates this sense of journey and 
searching that he may have been 
experiencing. Children go out 
in search of something specific, 
and they fill their bags with the 
eggs they find worthwhile to keep. 

Sometimes the prize is a golden egg filled with 
money; however, the point is that children learn 
it’s okay to pick and choose what looks, or tastes, 
good to them, and they learn this on a day witha 
direct relationship to Jesus Christ.

The Titans are once again the pride of the Big West, as they were named preseason fa- 
vorites to win the conference. CSUF has one of the best players in the country in out- 
fielder/closer Michael Lorenzen and a young but incredibly talented starting rotation. 


Cal Poly (17-5) 
Avg: .295 ERA: 2.85 April 26-28 at Blair Field 


Last year’s second-place finishers got off to a hot 7-0 start and haven't let up much 
since. The Mustangs have one of the more powerful lineups in college baseball, as 
freshman catcher Brian Mundell is among the NCAA leaders with seven home runs. 


UC Irvine (15-5) 
Avg: .304 ERA: 2.66 May 23-25 at UCI 


The Anteaters boast the conference's best offense with six players hitting over .300. 
They aren't one dimensional, though, as they have strong pitching led by starter An- 
drew Morales (6-0, 2.01 ERA) and reliever Jimmy Litchfield (0.90 ERA in 10 games). 


UC Santa Barbara (12-10) 
Avg: .263 ERA: 4.09 April 19-21 at UCSB 


The Gauchos, who haven't finished higher than fifth in the conference standings since 
2008, look to be a middle-of-the road Big West team again. Their biggest star to this 
point is freshman utility player Robby Nesovic, who is hitting .419 in 16 games played. 


UC Riverside (10-9) 
Avg: .278 ERA: 4.62 »May 17-19 at Blair Field 


The Highlanders enter conference play with a record over .500 despite getting very 
little help from their starting pitchers, who have a combined ERA of 5.34. UCR has 


proven it can hit in bunches though, as it has scored over 12 runs four times this year. 


Cal State Northridge (10-12) 
Avg: .251 ERA: 4.09 March 28-30 at Blair Field 


The Matadors have an experienced lineup that hasn't really impressed or disappoint- 
ed anyone so far this year. They feature quality starting pitchers that keep the team 
in games but don’t do well enough to win all the time. 


UC Davis (9-12) 
Avg: .297 ERA: 5.59 May 17-19 at Blair Field 


The Aggies’ biggest problem is incredibly thin pitching. Top starter Evan Wolf (1-0, 
2.59 ERA) isn’t bad, but after that it gets ugly. UCD’s other regular starters have a 
combined 5.75 ERA, and the bullpen doesn’t provide much relief either. 


Pacific (7-12) 
Avg: .253 ERA: 4.79 April 5-7 at Pacific 


The Tigers might have more wins if they had a better bullpen. There are four relievers on 
Pacific's staff with ER As over 10, and the bullpen is a combined 3-9. It’s not like expecta- 
tions were high though, as the Tigers didn’t have single All-Big West player last year. 


Hawaii (5-16) 
Avg: .232 ERA: 4.46 May 10-12 at Blair Field 


The Warriors took on a very difficult nonconference schedule, which explains the 
poor record and subpar statistics. Keep an eye on senior shortstop Pi’ikea Kitamura, 
who was a first team All-Western Athletic Conference selection last year.
